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The following Queftions with manly more (which 
fhall be aniwer'd as foon as the Paper admits of 
Room for them ) were lately fent us. 


Q. HY Jefus Chrift is fatd to be of the 
Seed of David, and to what purpofe 
is the Genealogy of Jofeph given,when 

Mary conceiv'd before fhe came at him ? 

A. To the Firft Queftion we reply, that Ze/us 
Chrift is*therefore faid to be of the Seed of David, 
becaufe born of the Virgin Mary, who proceeded 
from David by lineal defcentr. 

In anfwer to the Second, we affign the following 
Reafons of Fofeph’s Genealogy, bur founded on this 
neceffary Preliminary, that Sr. Af-tthew wrote his 
Gotpel primarily for the Fews, to whom in she Ge- 
nealogy he has a peculiar regard. 

1, The Fews look’d upon 7 rh as real Father to 
our Bleffed Lord. Jf therefore they had {ufpected 
Fofeph ta have defcended from any other Line, this 
would have prejudic’d their Minds againft the Gof- 
pel-Difpenfarion. St. Matthew therefore, to remove 
this mighty rock of offence, acqucinted his Country: 
men, that in cafe $e/us C/ii/? had been Really the 
Son of Fofeph, he had on that account been of the 
Family and Lineage of David. 

2. St. Matthew, by tracing Fofeph’s Anceftry, in- 
form'd the Few:, that, as Fefus Chrift was Naturally 
the Son of Bavid by his Mother's, fo he was Legally 
fo by his reputed Father’s fide. And it would be no 
{mall Satisfaction to them to behold their Me/ffiah 
doubly the Son of David, both by Natural and Im- 
putative Delcent. : 

3- A Mother's Family was reputed as no Family 
among the Fews ; and therefore our Lord cou’d be 
no otherwife enroll’d than under Fofeph’s Pedigree. 
Very pertinent was it then to give the Jews toknow, 
that in one fenfe he wou'd appear as the Son of Da- 
vid in their publick Regifters. 

4. Fofeph and Mary were both of the {ame Fami- 
ly : And this coud not be unknown tothe Jews, for 
whom St. Matthew wrote. While therefore he pre. 
fented them with Fofepl’s Genealogy, at the {ame 
rime he acqtainted them with that of Mary’s, and 
he chofe to give them Fofepi’s rather than Mary’s, 
when either wou'd fuffice, in compliance with the 
receiv’d cuftem of his Country, which ( as is faid 
above ) made no account of the Mother's Family. 

§. From che Premifes we may averr, that Sr. 
Musticw deducd Fofeph’s Gencalogy, with defign to 


fhow that Fefus Chriff was every way tMe Son of 
David ; that as he came to fulfill all Righteoutnefs, 
fo he wou'd evidence every Punctilio of Royal De- 
rivation. ‘ , 

Q. When a Man upon bis Tryal, fays, He will be 
try'd by God and his Country, the Clerk fays Culprit, 
God fend You a good Deliverance, Pray what is the 
Signification of Culprit ? 

A. The Athenians have given fome account of this, 
Vol. IIL. p. 4. But our Society are of Opinion, That 
when the Perfon pleaded not Guilty, and put himfelf 
upon God and his Country, for aTryal, The Clerk 
pronounc’d thefe Words, Qu’il le paroit, Ler it ap- 
pear fo, i. e. Let it appear to God and your Coun- 
try That You are not Guilty of the Crime You 
ftand charg’d with ; fo that Culprit appears to be a 
Corruption of, Qu’il le paroit. 

Q. Your Opinion is defir’d concerning the Moon, as 
to it’s material Subftance, as to it’s bigne/s in compari- 
fon with the Earth, and whether it be true, that therein 
may be feen the refemblance of a Face: 

A. The Material Subftance of the Moon is of 2 
more rarified Contexture than the Earth, and is lefs 
byabout 45 Proportions. As for the refemblance of a 
Face, we conceive it to be either the effect of Ima- 
gination from the inequality of light difcernible in 
her, or an Error occafion’'d from an Aftronomical 
Term, fince the different appearances of the Moon 
are exprefs'd by Phafes ; which, tho’ it differs from 
Faces in Orthography, yet not in Sound. Thus, Sir, 
we have deliver’d our Opinion of your Queries, tho 
fome may think, that the Learned know no more of 
thefe things than the Man in the Moon. 

Q. Whether a Perfon that has compounded with bis 
Creditors, is not fo Prongly Concluded by the above Rule, 
as to be frcapable of Performing any Att of Charity 
acceptable to God, before He has fully difcharg’d the 
Debts he compounded ? 

A. That Acts of Charity may be acceptable to 
God, They ought to be done wich all the fimplicity 
and fincerity of heart imaginable, out of a juft 
fenfe of the Duty We owe, and the Dependance We 
have upon Him, and not from our being ftruck with 
the Mifery of an Object.

that to make his Charity acceptable to God, He muft
